Theophilus Revisited or 
Chronology tipped Upside-Down’ 


: The Year of Adam's Creation confirmed from an Unlikely 
Source 


Abstract: 
This paper addresses the great disconnect between the academic approach to ancient chronology 


and that of the ‘chronological privateers’ with apologies to Queen Elizabeth I. 


The Olympiads are often the academic basis of dating Roman princes’, the birth of Christ and many 
other things. However, we have whole chronologies from the past that indicate a 1 A.D. birth year 
for Christ and others that indicate an 11 B.C. date. Which is right? 


Based on a -5,589 date for creation, an irreconcilable gap opens, particularly in Ductor Historicus, 
of 11 years. This paper takes the Chronology of Theophilus of Antioch’ and validates Ductor. At 
the same time, in this paper, many other convergences are revealed. 


Introduction: 


The writer of the Gospel of Luke has, in the past, been associated with art. He is considered a 
Painter! Today we would consider this a fruit of over-piousness eg Helena, the mom of 
Constantine, has a very checkered history in this weakness.

ICONS PAINTED BY ST. LUKE 


Archimandrite Job (Gumerov) 


Today we celebrate one of the world’s most revered icons of the 
Mother of God—the Vladimir icon. Tradition has it that this icon, 
which is now preserved in a church attached to the Tretyakov Art 
Gallery in Moscow, was originally painted by the holy Apostle Luke, 
to whom the Most Holy Theotokos entrusted the production of her 
image for the support of the faithful. Archimandrite Job (Gumerov) of 
Sretensky Monastery talks about the icons painted by St. Luke. 


We see, in this quote above, the enduring impact of post-faith once delivered (P-FOD) piety. 

Most moderns would associate any reference to a Theophilus within the context of the Gospel 
of Luke. However, Luke is NOT the centre of the world of art, literature and travel guiding — 
then and now. What we do get from Luke is a reference to an apparently diligent and faithful 
brother-in-Christ, Theophilus, and this is central to the de-constructing narrative we are about 
to present. We must look past a great deal of false piety and see a real example of a man who

“after the mists lift and there is revealed a totally different Christianity” is not actually a 
professor of the P-FOD. 


Fact-Base: 


The problem with this rather admirable man’s chronology is not its depiction in brief but the 
benchmark he uses. In the following quote, the Reader will note that the birth of Adam and the 
birth of Marcus Aurelius are separated by a period of 5698 years.

Chronology 


In his third book Theophilus presents a detailed chronology “from the foundation of the 
world" to emperor Marcus Aurelius.[32] This begins with the Biblical first man Adam 
through to emperor Marcus Aurelius. Theophilus lived in the reign of this emperor. The 
chronology puts the creation of the world at about 5529 BC: "All the years from the 
creation of the world amount to a total of 5,698 years."[33] He uses this chronology to 
prove that Moses and the other Hebrew prophets preceded the philosophers. The leading 
chronological epochs correspond to the Old Testament prophets. 


Africanus, seems to be a peer of Theophilus, see below link, 


Theophilus (Greek: Oed@iAoc ò Avtıoxeüc) was Patriarch of Antioch[1] from 169 until 182. 
He succeeded Eros c. 169, and was succeeded by Maximus | c. 183, according to Henry 
Fynes Clinton,[2] but these dates are only approximations. His death probably occurred 
between 183 and 185.13]

Sextus Julius Africanus (c. 160 — c. 240; Greek: zégtoc ‘lovAloc O Appıkavöc or 0 AíBuc) 
was a Christian traveler and historian of the late second and early third centuries. He is 
important chiefly because of his influence on Eusebius, on all the later writers of Church 
history among the Church Fathers, and on the whole Greek school of chroniclers. 


Verification of Moses 


This work does not survive except in fragments, chiefly those preserved by Eusebius 
and Georgius Syncellus. In turn Africanus preserves fragments of the work of Polemon 
of Athens' Greek History. 


FRAGMENT 13: From Georgius Syncellus, Chron., Third Book. In Euseb., Prepar., X. 
40: 


6. And from Moses, then, to the first Olympiad there are 1020 years, as to the first year 
of the 55th Olympiad from the same are 1237, in which enumeration the reckoning of 
the Greeks coincides with us. 


[...] Polemo, for instance, in the first book of his Greek History, says: In the time of 
Apis, king of Argos, son of Phoroneus, a division of the army of the Egyptians left 
Egypt, and settled in the Palestine called Syrian, not far from Arabia: these are evidently 
those who were with Moses.[12][13] 


After the Greek Olympiads (started in -989 / -988) fell into disuse, Ahaz of Judah funded the 
restoration of the Games in -776. From the fragment of CUT spreadsheeting below that 
covers Ahaz and the start of the Jewish Olympiads we have a Year 4 of Ahaz which is -773 
cell top or 1* January to -772 cell top or 1* January. 


The first Jewish Olympiad (-776 to -772 ) is over in -772 as far as Ahaz is concerned. The 
1020 years mentioned above is therefore started at -1796. With this as a start for “Moses” 
we have a 215 or 430 year period prior to Jacob in Egypt. Taking the 215, assuming that the 
author was under the ‘four’ generations to Moses and a double count occurred notion, we find 
that Jacob entered Egypt in -2010 / -2009. In CUT chronology this is just what we find — see 
above:

Thus when the first year of the 55" Olympiad mentioned in the quote above this means -772 if 
both schemes are to be in harmony. Returning in time to the start of the 1237 years we have - 
2009. The 54 completed Olympiads account for a period of 216 years or mean the Greeks 
started Olympiads in -988.

2. Our Lady of Czestochowa 


The Tradition says that Saint Helena once discovered this image of the Theotokos 
painted by St Luke. She found it laying on a tabletop made by Christ Himself when He 
worked as a carpenter. In the 14th century, the icon was transferred from Constantinople 
to Poland, which is where it can be found today. 


The above three links pertaining to Luke the apostle, saint and artist all bring into question 
which Luke? Which Theophilus? I believe, without much justification, most - if not all - the 
Theotoki were painted by the X-Master who is asserted, most likely on the ‘authority’ of 
Helena, to be Luke - the beloved physician. 


We can take Theophilus as a worthy follower of his namesake, as reported in Book of Luke. 
Ergo, the birth of Marcus Aurelius as reported by Tertullian — see Endnote — is, based on our 
established Jewish Olympiad benchmark of -776, 121 A.D. The A.D. here is of course not the 
real A.D. but the common one of today’s religiosity. To adjust for the eleven-year missing 
interval we simply add 11 to the number we subtract from 121 A.D. cf. Tertullian’s 161 A.D. 
reign. 


So Taking Theophilus of Antioch’s 5,698 and adding 11 we get 5,709 years to subtract from 
121 A.D. or 


121 - 5709 -1 = -5,589 or we could say 5,589 B.C. 


Discussion: 
NB: All Wikipedia accesses took place between am, AEST, 21/10/2022 and pm, AEST, 24/10/2022. 


The ancients may have taken the only reliably reportable date for a King e.g. Marcus Aurelius — a 
birth date. As a chronologist I feel this is a rational conclusion. 


The main point to discuss is the scope (and nature) of the chronological fallout from Theophilus’ 
bon mot. 


Tying in Jerome via Tertullian (a bit uncertain as “Still, according to Judeo tradition, Isaac was 
Abraham's main heir, the Child of the Promise. Thus, when Abraham died at 175 years, "a good old 
age" (25:7-8), all his possessions went to Isaac, including the blessing of God through the 
Covenant” from Wiki and “All the years taken together from Abraham until the birth of Christ come 
to 2015 years.” - Oops! Mathematics: -11 — 2015 = -2026 cf. CUT has Abram born -2299 and 
Abraham died -2124 from https://www.tertullian.org/fathers/jerome chronicle 03 part2.htm or the 
most famous discordancy in chronology 118 years!!!) we get a 31 A.D. crucifixion. By factoring in 
a seven-year correction from a 4 B.C. birth to an 11 B.C. birth for Jesus we come to a Crucifixion in 
24 A.D. Another look at Tertullian’s “from Moses, and the Exodus of Israel out of Egypt, 1539 
years” to the 15" year of Tiberias or 28 A.D. when corrected for Africanus’ 20 years and adding 
also the 7 years above we come to the following mathematics: 


1539 + 20 + 7 = 1566; 28 — 1566 -1 = -1539 


Moses and the Israelites arrived in Cis-Jordan in -1539 after forty years of wandering about or 
camped in booths i.e. the Exodus took place in -1579.* 


We note that Africanus’ (Afr.) 2262 years to the Flood from Anno Mundi of -5589 dates the Flood at 
-3327. This date proves that Barry Setterfield’s orbital/radiometric curve is valid. Afr.’s 1184 + 20 
years back in time dates the re-creation (Adam) to -4531, geodynamically this date converts to the 
restoration of gravity from the biblical ‘tohu and bohu’.

45 1 After the gods the first king of Egypt, according to the priests, was Menas 
[Menes], who taught the people to worship gods and offer sacrifices, and also to supply 
themselves with tables and couches and to use costly bedding, and, in a word, 
introduced luxury and an extravagant manner of life. 2 For this reason when, many 
generations later, Tnephachthus,7 the father of Bocchoris the wise, was king and, while 
on a campaign in Arabia, ran short of supplies because the country was desert and 
rough, we are told that he was obliged to go without food for one day and then to live 
on quite simple fare at the home of some ordinary folk in private station, and that he, 
enjoying p161 the experience exceedingly, denounced luxury and pronounced a curse 
on the king who had first taught the people their extravagant way of living; and so 
deeply did he take to heart the change which had taken place in the people's habits of 
eating, drinking, and sleeping, that he inscribed his curse in hieroglyphs on the temple 
of Zeus in Thebes; and this, in fact, appears to be the chief reason why the fame of 
Menas and his honours did not persist into later ages.

than a thousand and forty years, but that in their reigns nothing occurred that was 
worthy of record. 


ClearingUp-Times (CUT) has Menes at or about -2915, add 1040 and we come to -1875 the 
end of Ya-k-’r-b and also the end of Khentkaus I. These are the last kings who knew of 
Joseph. 


Order to establish this point a little more comprehensively we need to prove our ‘Exodus” 
date. First we need establish the time frame of the reporting Author — Philo of Alexandria’s 
brother Alexander Lysimachus. Alexander Lysimachus made a loan to Herod II, King of 
Judea about the time he made the estimate of the date for the occurrence of the ‘Exodus’. See 
below for Herod II’s reign.

He was the last ruler with the royal title reigning over Judea and the father of Herod 
Agrippa II, the last king from the Herodian dynasty. The grandson of Herod the Great 
and son of Aristobulus IV and Berenice,[1] he is the king named Herod in the Acts of 
the Apostles 12:1: "Herod (Agrippa)" (Hpwöng Aypinnacg). 


Agrippa's territory comprised most of the territory defined after 136 CE as Roman 
Palestine, including Judea, Galilee, Batanaea, and Perea.[citation needed] From Galilee 
his territory extended east to Trachonitis. 


If we take the ‘Exodus’ as the time from the birth of Moses — which is a speculation on this 
Author’s part — the the 1700 years in the following quote ends in 42 AD:

Another writer [Alexander] Lysimachus, said that because the Jews were afflicted with 
leprosy and other diseases King Bocchoris deported them to the wilderness where 
Moses led them to Jerusalem. This is not Bocchoris of the 24th Dynasty but a much 
older Bocchoris as mentioned by Diodorus. Lysimachus said this happened 1700 years 
ago (1926, 285; Against Apion 1.340, 11.16). Lysimachus probably lived in the first 
century BC, which would put the exodus around 1700+ BC This date does not take into 
account any overlap of reigns. 


Given that Diodorus meant 1* century AD, as most historians today report, then he would 
have been making this date calculation in the middle of Herod II’s 4 (or 3) year reign, ie 41 to 
44 A.D. 


Aqaba Moses B. Birth Yr BC-->AD 
-1579 — 80 = -1659, -1659 + 1700 +1 = 42 AD. QED. 
Conclusion: 


An astounding agreement between CUT chronology and Theophilus of Antioch, in a manner 
of speaking, has led to the confirmation - through an academically acceptable source — of 
ClearingUpTimes’ chronology scheme at the skeletal level.
